Dear Ms. Hernandez:

The amended basic CSF and label referred to above, submitted in connection with registration
under the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, as amended, to provide a revised
basic CSF dated 12/20/2013, and a revised label which changes the Signal Word to "DANGER"
based on a new reviewed eye acute toxicity study (MRID 49281001) and the revised basic CSF,
and makes changes to the PPE, seed bag tag wording, and container handling sections, is
acceptable. Per your request, this revised basic CSFreplaces the basic CSF dated 6/13/2008 and
all alternate CSFs.

A stamped copy of the accepted labeling (your version 7/22/14) is, enclosed for your records.
This labeling supersedes all previously accepted labeling. Because of the Signal Word change,
this revised label must be on all product containers released for shipment which use the CSF
dated 12/20/2013. You must submit one copy of the final printed labeling before you release the
product for shipment with the new labeling.

Your release for shipment of the product constitutes acceptance of these conditions. If these
conditions are not complied with, the registration will be subject to cancellation in accordance
with FIFRA section 6(e).

PROCEED MD Fungicide is a combination of the systemic fungicides, prothioconazole, tebuconazole and metalaxyl which aids in the
control or suppression of the following seed, seedling and soilborne diseases of wheat, barley and triticale: stinking smut, flag smut,
loose smut, covered smut (common bunt), early season Septoria disease complex, general seed rots, Pythium damping-off, early
season Rhizoctonia root rot, early season common root rot, seedborne Fusarium scab, barley stripe, early season Fusarium foot rot,
early season suppression of powdery mildew (7.5 fluid ounce rate only) and rust.
In California - Registered only for use in commercial seed treating establishments. Not allowed for "on-farm" use.

APPLICATION DIRECTIONS
Apply this product only as specified on this label. Use 5.0 - 7.5 fluid ounces of PROCEED MD per 100 pounds of seed. Applications
must be made using standard slurry or mist-type seed treatment equipment. In some instances, a chemical slurry dilution may enhance
coverage. A 1 part PROCEED MD with 1 part water dilution may be used. This product is for commercial or on-farm application. Do not
apply this product with a hopper box, planter box, slurry box, or any other at-plant methods.
